Mexico City, Feb. 22.—The protest 
of the American government against 
a summary execution of Francisco 
Madero. may save the life of the ex 
president Ambassador Wilson, direct­ 
ed by Secretary of State Knox, in­ 
formed the provisional president. Gen­ 
eral Huerta, that the United States 
would regard the military execution 
of Madero as an inhuman act. 
Madero’s fate still rests with the 
congress, which again began deliber­ 
ating as to what course should be fol­ 
lowed, 
General Huerta insists that 
whatever is done will be done legally, 
since civil authority has been re­ 
stored.

Albany, N. Y., Feb. 22.-A bribe of 
$20,000 
to 
release Harry K. Thaw 
from the Matteawan state hospital for 
the criminal insane was offered to Dr. 
John R. Russell, the superintendent 
of tjye institution, last November, ac 
cording to his own testimony before 
the Sulzer committee of inquiry. This 
was the result of a charge that Wil 
Ham F. Clark, a friend of Governor 
Sulzer and secretary of the probe 
committee, had tried to influence Dr. 
Russell and Dr. .James May, the presi­ 
dent of the state hospital committee, 
to give Harry Thaw his freedom. 
Thaw can only be released upon a 
supreme court order or through a cer­ 
tificate signed by Dr. Russell that he 
bas recovered his mental balance, It 
is this certificate of recovery which 
Dr. Russell said an attempt was made 
to bribe him to give. 
Governor Sulzer said that Dr. May 
saw him a week or ten days ago and 
said that Dr. Russell had been en­ 
deavoring to get Dr. May to use his 
influence toward Thaw’s release. The 
governor told Dr. May that no one 
was authorized to use his name in 
connection with the Thaw case and 
then sent for Mr. Clark. 
‘Mr. Clark denied that he had been 
using my name in connection with 
the Thaw case," said the governor, 
‘an i I let it go at that." 
When Governor Sulzer’s attention 
was called to the fact that Dr. Russell 
could not remember the name of the 
lawyer who attempted to bribe him, 
he said: “Dr. Russell ought to be 
compelled to disclose the name.” 
John H. Delaney, one of the mem­ 
bers of the probe committee, and Mr 
Clark stated that a Jewish lawyer of 
New York city had $25,000 to give 
Dr. Russell and that $20,000 had been 
given to Dr. Russell upon condition 
that Thaw would be released before 
the end of December.

Weary Band Straggles Into Havre 
De Grace, Md.

Havre de Grace. Md., Feb. 22.—The 
little band of suffrage pilgrims strug­ 
gled through red clay so wet, sticky 
arid deep that wagons sunk into it 
over their hubs. 
It was a disorganized army that 
struggled into Havre de Grace, which 
turned out in gala dress to welcome 
the marchers. 
Women and children 
wearing homemade "votes for wom­ 
en” badges lined the road leading un 
to the bridge across die Susquehanna, 
which the army must cross to enter 
the town. 
The little army marched to the city 
hall, where the mayor received them 
and presented tin* general with the 
keys of the city, another symbolical 
key. The ceremony was a simple one, 
Mishaps which have occasioned ex­ 
citement on other days passed almost 
unnoticed 
in

struggle of 
each woman 
to

through 
to Havre de Grace. 
Near 
Charlestown the baggage automobile,

Conant Would Have the Government 
Punish Bad Trusts. 
Washington, Feb. 22.—Luther Con- 
ant, Jr., commissioner of corpora* 
tions, came out in opposition to the 
much-discussed proposition for tolera 
tion of monopolies under governmen 
tai regulation and urged the continua­ 
tion of the policy which permits com­ 
petition among the industries of the 
United States. 
In his annual report to Secretary 
Nagel the commissioner says that re 
cent court decisions under the Sher­ 
man anti trust act have demonstrated 
that statute is effective to r^ach con 
solidations which so cross the border 
line of monopolistic control as to be 
detrimental to the public Interest. 
The creation of a proposed trade 
commission, with powers of regula­ 
tion over private corporations, similar 
to those exercised by the interstate 
commerce commission, would mean, 
the commissioner declares, “the sub­ 
stitution of a marked degree of pater­ 
nalism for that freedom of individual 
action under which, despite admitted­ 
ly flagrant abuses, the country has at­ 
tained an almost unparalleled pros­ 
perity,"

K tile new spapers and diarists of 
^Washington's day may be taken 
as tolerably fair reports the birth- 
flay of that g reat and good m an 
w as celebrated in his own tim es in 
fn e style, 
Hiss fellow citizens certainly 
seemed to think the occasion a tilting 
one for a big dem onstration, and they 
m ade it. 
They fired salutes and rang 
bells. 
Their bands played, and their 
cannon roared. They drank toasts, and 
they m ade speeches. Poets w rote odes 
and prose people eulogies. 
A ltogether 
I the wonder is how so sane a m an as 
W ashington could have looked upon 
it all ami kept his composure. 
The earliest public recognition of 
W ashington’s birthday, according to 
one of our authorities, w as in HSI. 
In 
th a t year the Count de Kochumbeau 
Wrote to W ashington from Newport 
that they were going to have a party 
in his honor and th at they would eel 
ebrate the day “w ith the sole regret 
th at your excellency will not be a w it­ 
ness of the effusion and gladness of 
our hearts.’ 
And. by the way, the day 
then recognized w as Feb. ll, accord­ 
ing to the old style calendar. 
In 1791, when the president “attained 
to tho fifty-ninth year of his age, the 
sam e w as celebrated here (in Philadel­ 
phia) w ith every dem onstration of pub­ 
lic joy. 
The artillery aud light infan­ 
try corps of tile city w ere paraded, and 
at 
12 o’clock a federal salute w as 
fired.” 
T here w as also a levee, when 
“ IOO ladles, elegantly if not superbly 
dressed (the distinction in adjectives is 
a tine one), graced the ballroom .” The 
foreign 
m inisters, 
Ii ads of depart­ 
m ents, civic functionaries, “strangers 
and citizens of distinction were pre­ 
sented to the president on this auspi 
cious occasion.” 
W ashington w as in Philadelphia for 
his birthday the next year, and there 
was a still g reater turm oil of camion 
m uskets and bells. 
A great ball was 
given in the old C ity Dancing aeade 
my on the 2 lst of February. 
It w as 
got up by the “aristocracy,” and, of 
course, 
their 
invitations 
didn’t get 
m uch fu rth er than the guests of honor 
A good many people w ho called them ­ 
selves respectable were not bidden, so 
those unfortunates, not altogether un­ 
dism ayed a t the slight, got up their 
own assem bly and had a ball to them 
selves on the night of the 22d. 
W ash 
ington w as the central figure at both 
affairs. 
The m ayor ca’ *<*d this form al state 
rnent to be published: “T he perm ission 
for firing cannon w ithin the lim its of 
this city on the anniversary of tho 
birt Ii of the illustrious president of the 
United States is m ost cheerfully g ran t­ 
ed. ami I sincerely pray to the great 
A uthor of a1! that he will perm it sim i­ 
lar orders to be given muuy, many 
years a fte r this.”

Another form of popular regard for 
W ashington was given expression on 
bis birthday by those who had a weak 
ness for dropping into verse. The char* 
actor aud career of W ashington made 
him a shining m ark for the Silas 
Weggses who had lines to aim. 
In one 
of the papers for Pel*. 22, 1792, a gen 
tlem nn who signs him self “W. 
P.” 
strikes up hin lyre and lets her go as 
follows: 


’i e bells, be hushed! 
Thou voice of flat 
tory cease! 
Can you applaud our chief in war and 
peace? 
But let each heart with gratitude adore 
That power who governs air and earth 
and sea. 
He gave us W ashington, who made us 
free. 
Such be the strains on this auspicious 
day, 
As may evince, with reason w e obey, 
And let this truth the solemn page adorn- 
That W ashington for all the age was born 


Then there was another rim ester, 
who in the G azette of the United 
States, under the nam e of “E lla” (per 
haps the ancestress of our own W heel 
cr \\ ilcox), grinds out a column on the 
sam e subject, the opening stanza of 
which is as follows: 
O ft has the poet’s venal song. 
Correctly mean and elegantly low. 
Told 
the false plaudits of the cou rtly 
throng 
And waked a sm ile on Grandeur’s brow. 
But hero hath Virtue's guardian hand 
lorn from the siren Adulation's power 
The man whose praise, the voice of every 
land, 
H angs on the lips of every parting hour. 


D unlap’s A dvertiser, in Philadelphia, 
for exam ple, 
aves an adm inistration 
palier, 
h eart 
and 
soul, 
body 
and 
breeches, yet it seeks to excuse its cu s­ 
tom ary literary jam ltoree w hen w rit­ 
ing up W ashington’s sixty-first birth­ 
day; “Disclaim ing, as w e do all pre­ 
tensions to adulation, it was Impossi­ 
ble for us, it is im possible for any 


American or perhaps for the people of 
any nation upon earth, to refrain from 
expressing a degree of satisfaction at 
the return of every revolving year th a t 
prolongs Hie life o f a m an whose vir­ 
tues have raised him to the very high­ 
est pitt ii of esteem. 
“oft hp this auspicious day, 
Sacred to mem ry, shall return 
Let Freedom pour tis.- grateful lay 
And hauty (ate) tyrants mourn. 
But for all Mr. D unlap’s ponderous 
and luscious com plim ents there were 
those who had different opinions, aud 
one dissenter was bluff W illiam Ma 
clay, who was frank enough to say of 
the man whom so many alm ost deified. 
Would to God th a t th is sam e General 
W ashington w ere in heaven!” 
To his 
notion th a t w as the proper home for 
such a spirit, and we fancy it m ust 
have been really refreshing to W a sh 
Ington to step out of the shish of rho 
tor lea I brainstorm s into tile dry but per 
haps rough road of M aclay's making. 
rile last birthday W ashington was 
lo celebrate in Philadelphia as chief 
m agistrate of the nation was in 1797, 
and, naturally enough, there was an 
extraordinary zest in the exercises on 
that occasion. 
The press of the day 
abounded in unusually highfalutin^: ref­ 
erences to W ashington's greatness, the 
“upper case” box being largely over­ 
worked in the com position of their eu­ 
logistic articles. 
The day was usher­ 
ed in by the custom ary salutes of can­ 
non and bell ringing. 
L ater (lie m em­ 
bers of congress and the governor and 
the legislature of tin* state c a l l e d upon 
the president officially, 
I n the after­ 
noon there was a recaption at his house 
th at taxed its capacity to the U tm ost 
In the evening a ball w as given at 
R ickett’s am phitheater, w hich then oc­ 
cupied tin- ground at the southw est 
corner of SixtIi aud C hestnut streets. 
This function, says Clay pool o’s Am eri­ 
can Daily Advertiser, “for splendor, 
taste and elegance w as perhaps never 
equaled by any sim ilar entertainm ent 
in the United States.” 
The 
Advertiser 
also 
published 
a 
F rench poem English having been ex 
haunted in previous laudatory endeav 
or—certifying anew to Washington** 
character and ability. Im m ediately un­ 
der the poem w as printed an adver­ 
tisem ent calling attention to the bal! 
that w as to be given th a t night ami 
cautioning prospective guests not to 
forget their tickets, and “if any sub­ 
scribers through m istake should not 
have received their tickets they are re­ 
quested to leave notice in w riting at 
Mr. Dellers* hotel.” 
The Inst two birthdays of his lift 
W ashington celebrated on the date set 
by the* old style calendar. Feb. Ii. 
In both years, according to his own 
mem oranda, lie w ent up to Alexandria 
from Mount Vernon, received the con 
g ra d a tio n s of his friends and pattie! 
pated in the bail or the *’ma lieu rara 
arranged by the citizen*.
